A most brutal highway robbery was 
committed in our city last night; and, in­ 
deed, it came very near resulting in mur­ 
der. 
The affair is the more alarming to 
the general p ublic owing to the fact that 
the bold villainy wss committed at an 
early hour in the night and on one of our 
much ficquented thoroughfares. 
Last 
night, about fifteen minutes before nine 
o’clock, as Edward Wcibezahn, a man of 
over seventy -three y ears, now, and for a 
long time in the grocery business in this 
city , was on his way home from his store, 
he was knocked down and robbed. 
Mr. 
Wcibezahn has a store on First street, 
east of Galena, and he resides on Chicago 
street, between Second and Third. 
On 
the route he generally takes, going home 
from his store, he p asses an alley running 
south from Second street, op p osite Dr. 
Everett’s stable. 
This alley is enclosed 
on the west by a high tight-board fence 
which runs south and back of the Van 
Ep p s’ p lace. 
A p erson secreted there b e ­ 
hind that fence, near the sidewalk, has a 
comp lete view of the entire street, east 
and west, for several block« » , and can see 
whether or not it is rear of p eop le. While 
Mr. Wcibezalm was walking home last 
night, and when at this alley , a man 
sp rang from his hiding p lace, behind the 
fence above described, and struck the old 
man on the head a blow that fulled him 
to the ground, but he sp rang to his feet 
and was again knocked down. 
The vil­ 
lain then hissed m the old man’s ear: 
"Money ! y our money !!’' 
While p ros­ 
trated up on the ground Mr. Wcibezahn 
took from his p ocket a p urse containing 
about ten dollars in silver and threw it to 
the robber, and while the latter was 
p icking up the money his victim gained 
his feet aud ran down town; p robably in 
a dazed condition. 
The p lace he ap ­ 
p eared at first was at Key es’ drfig store,

The descrip tion which Mr. Weibezahn 
gave 
suited Hannon 
and the Sheriff 
thought it warranted his arrest, and so 
the officer immediately visited the widow 
Utter’s residence, near the p ump house 
of the Dix on water-works, cast of the 
city , and there was found the man he was 
looking after. 
Mrs. Utter is the mother 
of the boy s who were arrested for steal­ 
ing, heretofore noticed in this p ap er. 
The entire gang were about to leave the 
city and the sheriff was aware of that 
fact, and this, with other circumstances, 
led him to sup p ose that they wanted 
money . 


THE EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Weibezahn said that he was struck 
with a club light in color.

found a club at Mrs. Utter’s house which 
was about two feet long, not very dark;

W a sh in gton C ity, Jan. 19 .—The senate 
committee ou foreign relations has ordered a 
favorable report to be made on Edmunds 
bill, providing fdr an inspection of m eats for 
exportation; prohibiting the im portation o 
adulterated articles of food or drink; author­ 
izing tho president, when satisfied th at un­ 
just discrim inations are made by any foreign 
state a g a in st the im portation of any product 
of the United States, to direct th at products 
of the foreign state so discrim inating shall be 
excluded from im portation to the United 
States; a nd in such case, requiring him to 
make proclam ation of his directions in the 
premises, after tho date of which proclam a­ 
tion such im portations shall be unlawful. 
The bill also prohibits the im portation or 
neat-cattlo, sheep and other rum inants, and 
swine, which are diseased, or infected with 
any disease, or which shall have been ex 
posed to such infection within sixty days 
before their exportation*, makes violation of 
this provision a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of $5,000, or im prisonm ent for three 
years, and declares the forfeiture to the 
United States of any vessel or vehicle used in 
such unlawful im portation. 
Section 9 of the bill authorizes the presi 
dent in his discretion to susi>end, by proclam a­ 
tion, the im portation of all or any class of 
anim als for a limited time, as the public good 
m ay r e q u i r e . _________

—A bill to re 
iiuburso the depositors of the Freedman’* Sav­ 
ings bank was introduced in the senate Tues­ 
day, and a joint resolution passed appointing 
a com m ittee of senators and representatives 
to consider the question of holding an inter­ 
national exposition in 189 2. 
Gorman offered 
a resolution reciting the action of Canada on 
the subject of Am erican fishermen, and the 
resulting indignities and annoyances, declar­ 
ing the same a violation of treaty rights, and 
authorizing the president to retaliate in kind 
if it shall appear justified. The bill declaring 
a forfeiture of lands granted the New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge & Vicksburg Railway com­ 
pany and to confirm the title of the New O r­ 
leans & Pacific railw ay to the lands not for­ 
feited was amended so as to protect the rights 
of settlers, and passed. A memorial from New 
Y ork m erchants asking the repeal of the in­ 
ternal revenue laws was prosonted, and the 
senate adjourned. 
Tho conference report on the bill to allot 
lands in severalty to Indians was reported to 
the house; also a bill to increase the pension 
of veterans who have lost both hands from 
$72 to $100 per month. 
It affects, so it was 
stated, about tw enty veterans. 
A bill to ap ­ 
point a commission to investigate the losses 
sustained by Am erican fishermen by the 
Canadian governm ent since December , 188» , 
was reported and referred to com m ittee of 
the whole, 
The resolution to investigate the 
Pacific railw ays was taken up in the m orn­ 
ing hour and passed after am endm ent pro­ 
viding th a t the investigation shall extend 
to the character of the assets the govern­ 
m ent held a lien on; whether any unlaw ful 
dividends had been paid by the companies;

Dr. Hammond had usal coca wines, fluid 
extract«, and other forms of the drug, hut 
hod discarded the fluid extraets because they 
we re hadly borne by the stomach, and the 
wine s because they contained tannin and 
extractive matters and differ*si so much in 
the ir effects, 
lie found that two grains of 
hydrochloride of cocaine to the pint of pure 
wine was the proper preparation and pro­ 
duced all the beneficial effects and none of 
the deleterious results. 
Then he liegtm a 
series of experiments with hypodermic injec­ 
tions of the hydrochloride to 
ascertain 
whether the stories about the cocaine hubit 
were true or false. 
“ At fli*sl I injected on** grain and **xjM*ri- 
ene»sl an exhilaration of spirits similar to 
that produced by two or three glasses of 
champagne,’’ said Dr. Hammond to a re­ 
porter. 
“ My powers of imagination in 
creased. 
The physical sensation was a de­ 
lightful, undulating thrill. 
I was in a very 
happy frame of mind—a sociable mood— 
and no doubt would have l>een quite agree­ 
able company. 
The after effects were in­ 
ability to sleep until 5 in the morning, and a 
headache when I got up. 
The next night 1 
took two grains, and in addition to the sen­ 
sations described I felt a desire to write. 
I 
liad begun a letter to a friend, and under the 
influence of the drug I extended what would 
have been a missive of moderate length to 
an epistle covering a wide variety of topics 
and forty-eight pages of paper. 
It proved 
to bo correctly written and coherent and 
gavo much satisfaction to the receiver, but 1 
found that I had treated diffusely of many 
things that ordinarily I would not deem 
worth mentioning. 


STIMULATING T1 IK IMAGINATION. 
“ If a man were desirous of writing to fill 
space or utterly exhausting a given subject 
even to the most thrilling details, I would 
recommend him to fill his inkstand, get a 
ream or two of paper and plenty of jhuis, 
and have a physician give him a hypodermic 
injection of cocaine.

Hue never w rote without a bottle of cham­ 
pagne at his elbow, and the luxuriant»of his 
imagination displayed in the ‘ Wandering 
Jew ’ may he attributed, in part, to the 
effects of the wine. 
The difference between 
cocaine and alcohol as stimulants is that 
alcohol has a tendency to lower the mental 
and moral tone and brutalize the nature, 
while cocaine has a refining, softening effect. 
Under the influence of moderate doses I be­ 
came rather sentimental and said nice things 
to everybody. 
The world was going very 
well, and I had a favorable opinion of my 
fellow* men and women. 
There was not a 
bit of pugnacity about me, and I didn’t 
want to tight, argue or dispute with any one. 
“ The next time I increased the dose to 
three grains, which unlimbered my tongue in 
the most astonishing way. 
1 wanted to 
ta lk, and I did talk, not in the oratorical 
manner, but I was just purely loquacious. 
When nobody was present I talked to my­ 
se lf. 
There w as no disarrangement of the 
me nta l faculties, no disorder of the process 
of thought. 
I talked coherently and cor­ 
re ctly, and I am certain that if I had been 
in the lecture room I should have sjx>ken 
much better than I usually speak. 
I was 
perfectly able to restrain the impulse to talk, 
but it was pleasant to sjx*nk. and I enjoyed 
myself hugely.

quickening of the faculties; the mind's opera­ 
tions were rapid and the imagination vivid.

W hat 1 wrote was an intro­ 
duction to the book, and I thofight it a very 
brilliant production. 
Ideas came thick and 
fast, and 1 was persuaded that my composi­ 
tion w ork w as going to eclipse anything that 
I had ever done in that line. 
When I put it 
away and went to IkmI I 
congratulated 
myself that I should bo satisfied with my 
night’s work when I should read it over. 


A LOT OF ARRANT NONSENSE. 
“ I didn't sleep a t a ll tha t night. 
Whe n I 
looke d ove r my fa mous introduction I found 
it to be a rra nt nonse nse . 
Ea ch se nte nce wa s 
comple te a nd cohe re nt in itse lf, but none 
ha d a ny re la tion to the othe rs, a lthough a ll 
we re in the ge ne ra l line of the subje ct I wa s 
tre a ting in t :o book.

Fho great advertising medium of China­ 
town is a tall telegraph polo in front of tho 
Wo !v«v .tore in Mott street, a few doors 
from Chatham s«piare. 
The |H>le is about 
two f«*«*t in diameter, and if is a I ways girdled 
by n b«‘lt of advertisements written in ( ‘hint«© 
characters on sheets of yellow, white, or tiro 
crueker m l piqier. 
'i'll«» girdle is three or 
four feet broad, and thus th<* available ad­ 
vertising space is from eighteen to twenty 
four square feet. 
This docs not suffice for 
the need* of Chinatown, and another tele­ 
graph pole <»n the other sale of the street out 
toward tho corner of Park street gets part 
of the business. 
\\ hfii the Chinese avail themselves of this 
advertising lmsfium they are reminded of 
the jiervcrsit.y of this western j>eople in doing 
almost everything in a way diametrically 
different from their time honored Oriental 
inetho I. 
There is never any doubt as to the 
circulation of this advertising medium, for 
nobody claims that it circulates. 
It stands 
there year in and year out, and tho readers 
do the eireulating. 
Thus there is no chance 
for hocus pocus. 
It is possible* that, with 
th«-ir not very exact ideas as to modern w est­ 
ern appliances, they may suspect that there 
is some beneticial influence in the mysteri­ 
ous buzzing that is heard upon tin* lofty 
wires. 
The prohibition “ Post no Bills’’ docs 
not appear on the im»1c. 
If it is there it is 
covered up l»y many thicknesses of “ dead 
mis.“ 
On Sundays, when tho Chinese from all 
parts of th«» city flock to Chinatown to pick 
up the week's news concerning (h«>ir race, 
each visitor st<»ps up to the j>ole and consults 
the announcements made thereon. 
They 
run largely to for soles, to l«‘ts, ami wants. 
When a Chinaman has anything for sale, 
from a laundry to a pair of chop sticks, he 
pastes an announcement on the big telegraph 
pole. 
Comparatively few of them are able 
to write the notices themselves, but they 
know where they can find trib e s who will 
do it for them in good shape for reasonable 
pay. 
Tho notices aro almost 
invariably 
written with admirable neatness and with­ 
out [display. 
No cuts are inserted.

seems to Ik» an understanding that no man 
shall occupy more of the common spaa» than 
a reasonable setting forth of his announce­ 
ment requires.— New Y ork Hun.
